This proved 
to be a most successful way to select a sale 
draft and the general plan will be followed 
again next year with perhaps some minor 
changes to expedite the selections. 


Now that those desiring to sell at the In- 
ternational know that it will require only 
the very best to make the grade there will 
be a closer selection, at home, of the possi- 
ble candidates. While on the other hand 
those desiring the very best in the way of 
seed stock will feel more at ease when it 
comes to bidding at the ringside. The As- 
sociation placed a guarantee on each animal 
sold, thus assuring buyers of the right sort 
of treatment. 

As the hour approached for the sale to 
start, the seats began to fill. By the time 
the first animal came into the ring the seats 


were filled to their capacity and standing 
room was at a premium at either end of the 
arena. The balconies were also filled.

To the Breeders of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle: 


I wish to take this opportunity to express to 
the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle my ap- 
preciation of the cordial welcome given me as 
secretary of this association. I can assure you 
that with the splendid spirit of cooperation 
which has been manifested and with the renew- 
ed interest in the breed, that Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle will continue to advance. 


The recent achievements at the International 
Live Stock Show should bring encouragement 
to all the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
At this great show a record was established 
that has never been equalled by any breed of 
cattle since the show was established. The 
breed won every championship in which all the 
breeds competed. They not only won every 
championship, but new sale records were estab- 
lished for the finished product. The grand 
champion steer, Mah Jongg, was sold at $3.00 
per pound while the grand champion Aberdeen- 
Angus Carcass was sold at $7.00 per pound. 
With these new records established it should 
create greater interest in beef production. 


The future of the beef cattle business is en- 
couraging. Market cattle of good quality have 
been in demand all fall and are bringing prices 
that will have a tendency to stabilize the beef 
business if good cattle are used for feeding pur- 
poses. The pure bred business is improving. 
We are receiving more inquiries for information 
on establishing pure bred herds of beef breed- 
ing cattle. More breeders are reporting a brisk 
demand for bulls and we are also receiving more 
inquiries for good bulls. The results of the re- 
cent International sale should also be encourag- 
ing. This sale is usually looked upon as estab- 
lishing pure bred values during the winter and 
spring months. The average of $329.00 is the 
highest that has been made for several years 
and indicates a new interest in the business. 


The exhibit of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cat- 
tle was one of the outstanding features at the 
recent International. Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
have been exhibited in larger numbers at the In- 
ternational, but the quality of this year’s show 
has never been equalled. The exhibits came 
from every section of the United States and 
Canada making a true representation of the cat- 
tle that are produced in all parts of the country. 


The Aberdeen-Angus breed has made a splen- 
did record during the past year in Boys and 
Girls Calf Club Contests. Many splendid calves 
have been exhibited and the championship has 
been won at a number of important shows. It 
is hoped that the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle will continue to support this work as it 
is one of the most important lines of work in 
connection with the development of the beef in- 
dustry. These youngsters are doing a worth 
while piece of work so let us give them all the 
encouragement and help possible. Help the 
boys and girls in getting good calves to start 
with and the task of winning at the show will 
not be so difficult. 


Our records show a marked decrease in the 
number of cattle recorded during the past year 
when compared with five years ago.

There will be a de- 
mand for these cattle in the near future and 
the breed cannot afford to lose the progeny of 
these unrecorded cattle. 


In order to bring about the greatest ad- 
vancement of the breed and strengthen the as- 
sociation it is important that we increase our 
membership. Some breeders have included a 
membership with the sale of cattle to new 
breeders. If more members of the association 
followed this practice I believe that it would 
greatly increase the membership to the associ- 
ation. 


We want all breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle to feel that the office of the association is a 
service organization. We want you to call on 
us for help if we can be of service in any way. 
Suggestions for the improvement of the ser- 
vice to members of the association will be ap- 
preciated.

provements over a few years ago. 

We look back to the great bull, Black 
Woodlawn, and today we see some great 
descendants from him. Prince Ito has dis- 
tributed great influence in the breed, and 
when one sees a good bull or cow, we trace 
back to those good bulls. I talked with the 
veteran breeder Mr. McGregor at Chicago 
last week who has produced some great cat- 
tle, which are now making their mark in the 
show rings of this country. And, as he 
speaks of Earl Marshall, one of the bulls 
that will leave imprints of his being for 
generations tocome. Our boys will take our 
place in the cattle business in a few years, 
and you will hear of them speak of these 
great sires, even altho they have never seen 
them except through the characters they 
have produced, so it is well to ever keep in 
mind, that cattle will not produce exactly 
like themselves, but will show characteris- 
tics of greater grandsires . 

I had traveled south and west to secure a 
herd bull a few years ago. When one comes 
to select a herd bull that has_ the desired 
blood lineage to suit his particular needs, 
with individ@al merit to go along with it, 
most all breeders know what one is up 
against. We have some great bulls in this 
country, and I do not wish to impress that 
one has to go to Scotland to get the desired 
herd sire, but if you have in mind a desired 
strain of the breed to work to, and to im- 
prove as you go along, I will say that one 
can secure more easily the desired type, as 
well as the most intensive blood lines in 
Scotland than you can in this country, be- 
cause they have been at the game for many 
years. Some of those older breeders have 
held onto their good stock bulls, even altho 
they could have well spared them, to cross 
onto some of the cows that were their high- 
est producers, of types and quality, so that 
one can reap the benefit of their experience, 
and endeavors. It seems that an imported 
bull used on the cows in this country, and 
under conditions that we have, will improve 
the progeny. ; 

I am satisfied that we can bring out a 
class of females at our shows that would 
make the Britton open his eyes and wonder 
how we do it but they seem to have the 
bulge on us when it comes to bull classes. 

Under their method of feeding, the bulls

tions of feeding in this country, as corm 
seems to fit them, and it will produce a high- 
er quality fat, firm to the touch, and with 
greater thickness. 


One can readily see what can be produced 
when we looked at the Hubly load of year- 
lings, and altho we see the master mind in 
his selections of that wonderful load of cat- 
tle, we also see the stamp of bulls that pro- 
duced them. I am not in a position to know 
whether Mr. Hubly raises his own cattle, or 
if he is like Mr. Hall, buys his calves from 
various breeders, but one could readily see 
that each of his calves were of the same pat- 
tern, moulded along the same lines, with 
each having the same feeding quality, so it 
was easily seen that the bulls which sired 
those calves were of the same character, and 
the dams breeding true to type. 


No matter where we go, we can always 
see something to bring home with us from 
such a show as was staged last week in 
Chicago. See something to spur us on to 
higher achievements. In the Aberdeen-An- 
gus classes we saw a great improvement 
over a year ago, and we may rest assured 
that we will another year see still more im- 
provement. Altho some of the classes were 
not as large as we have seen them, each 
class was full of quality from top to bottom, 
and the tenth or twelfth animal could at 
times been at the top without very much 
said about it. With such improvement, and 
each aiming to get still higher, I have every 
reason to think the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
business will take care of itself.

I talked with a number of breeders about 
the future, and all seemed to think that we 
are now on the eve of better times, and we 
cannot but help take our hats off to those 
who have struggled bravely through the de- 
pression of the past few years. The good 
sale at Chicago last week is a criterion of 
what to expect for the next few years to 
come. 

We cannot help but admire those of mod 
erate means who bring out their cattle to 
such shows as the International, because it 
is rather expensive to those who do not win 
a great deal; but they help fill the classes, 
and promote the interests of the breed. It 
seems to me that more could be done to re- 
lieve the excessive expense that one is under 
at such shows. The management should in 
such cases where feeds are sold at such ex- 
cessive prices control those matters to the 
extent that the exhibitors who make an ef- 
fort to build up such shows are taken care of 
at reasonable costs. 

The railroads probably think they are do: 
ing wonders when they issue a half freight 
rate for exhibition stock shipments, but by 
the time a man’s fare is charged, to travel 
with those shipments, which need the care 
of the man in charge; switching charges; 
unloading; and cartage, it all mounts up to 
alarming proportions. Besides when the 
shipper is charged with what feed is carried 
in their cars for their cattle, over and above 
the regular minimum rate, it begins to look 
that we might as well pay for a full freight 
rate both ways and ke done with it. I guess 
the railroads seems to think we are all 
wealthy, or we would not be carrying our 
cattle to such fairs and exhibitions. When 
we see the like of Congdon & Battles and 
Harrison, come clear from Washington and 
California, it is easily seen that they have 
interests in their breed. Many of us reap 
that benefit, by their showing, as they help 
materially to swell the ranks, and raise the 
standards of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at our 
shows throughout the country.

A case in point; a great many more Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls would find their way to 
the range if the range man and breeder 
could be brought together. 

Charles Mendenhall of Valley Center, Cal- 
ifornia, (Southern California) wrote to me 
on an occasion when I had asked him what 
he thought of the Aberdeen-Angus as a 
range breed: 

“We claim that a man can market more 
pounds of beef in a black Aberdeen-Angus 
hide off the same number of acres than in 
any other form. That is what a man is look- 
ing for. The steers are just as large on the 
range as the Hereford or Shorthorns. The 
calf percentage, the size, the rustling qual- 
ities, etc., are in favor of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus; but the thing that counts is the number 
of pounds of beef per acre that can be mark- 
eted. In this point the Aberdeen-Angus is 
so far superior that there is no question as 
to what breed we will continue to run.” 

J. H. Bray of Lakeview, Montana, whose 
range lies at an elevation of over 7,000 feet, 
states: 

“T can’t say too much for the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle for our country here. They 
are easiest keepers I have ever run. I run 
other cattle as well as Aberdeen-Angus, but 
am going to the Blacks as fast as I can.” 

Yes, the Aberdeen-Angus breed has a 
place on the range.

in England that there becomes apparent the 
remarkable growth in appreciation of the 
Breed, which has characterized the past few 
years. The roll of honor which we give be- 
low by no means exhausts the list of succes- 
ses, or covers the field which has been con- 
quered by the Black Brigade, but the names 
of the places given indicate so Wide an area,

ualled. In almost any herd with cows of 
bc any blood an Aberdeen-Angus bull 
will blacken the calves and dehorn them at 
the same time.

ed quite frankly that Doddies were wanted 
before all others. 

In brief then the place of the Aberdeen- 
Angus in Western Canadian agriculture will 
be a dominating place in the feed lots of 
one of the greatest feeding countries in the 
world in the next fifteen years.

cattle. This fact coupled with the wonderful 
achievements of the cattle themselves the 
past season and the desire of scores of prom- 
inent cattlemen to take up this breed along 
with the general demand for bulls for cross- 
ing purposes on American farms and the 
large numbers of men who are taking up 
pure bred cattle farming in a lesser way that 
are selecting Aberdeen-Angus cows as foun- 
dation material forecasts just ahead the big- 
gest and most substantial davs in the history 
of the breed.

WHEREAS, either through lack of educa- 
tion among consumers or because of a lack 
of opportunity for purchasing prime, well- 
finished meats, the market outlet for the 
best grades, particularly of cattle, is a com- 
paratively narrow one; and 

WHEREAS, This state of affairs is not 
conducive to that degree of expansion in the 
breeding and feeding of good live stock of 
the flesh-bearing types that is so greatly to 
be desired, be it 

RESOLVED by the AMERICAN ABER- 
DEEN-ANGUS BREEDERS’ ASSOCIA- 
TION in annual meeting assembled, that the 
President be and is hereby authorized to ap- 
point a special representative of the Asso- 
ciation to confer with representatives of oth- 
er interested organizations in relation to 
the subject of the possibility of broadening 
present outlets for prime meats; with in- 
structions to co-operate in every legitimate 
manner in any efforts which may be made 
looking towards the attainment of the ob- 
ject specified. 

This resolution was adopted also without 
a dissenting vote and the President immedi- 
ately appointed Secretary Tomhave to act 
in the capacity of special representative and 
instructed him to cooperate in every Way 
possible.
